Juliette Low chairman for 
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Negotiations Continue 
On Sale of Greenbelt 


The Greenbelt Veterans Housing 
Corporation has ninety days from 
January 2 to insure its continued 
qualification as the preferred pur- 
chaser of Greenbelt. President 
Mike Saizman was informed of 
this fact in the letter from PHA 
which ceopened negotiations for 
the sale of Greenbelt on the basis 
of the revised appraisal. 

The original price, quoed June 
8, 1950. ‘was $8,522,350. The new 
price is $8,971,200. The difference 
of $448,850 is attributable to the 
vacant land and commercial prop- 
erties only and not to the hous- 
ing. It was learned unofficially 
that the new appraisal on hous- 
ing had increased the price by al- 
most a imillion dollars, but PHA 
had rejected this appraisal in fa- 
vor of the original one. 

Unofficial estimatas on the cost of 
various housing units vary since 
PHA has till now not released 
this information. Hewever, Salz- 
man estiraated that the cost of de- 
fense uni:s would range from $2500 
to $4000 and the cost of old Green- 
belt units from $4500 to $9500. The 
average 2-bedroom, middle of the 
row, flat oof house would be about 
$7200, he said. 

The GVHC is plenning a mass 
informational meeting on Januury 
24 to acquaint everyone with the 
conditions of purchase and other 
details. .A4 formal meeting will be 
held on February 13, at which time 
an election for a Board of Direc- 
tors will be held. 

Meanwhile, the incumbent Board 
is continuing to negotiate with

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Credit Union Plans (ouncil Approves Loan For Budget, 
Discusses Safety, Littering, Lake 


Authorization to borrow $15,000 to meet January payrolls was 
granted City Manager Charles T. McDonald at last Monday’s coun- 
cil meeting. Greenbelt’s city budget contract for 1952, submitted 
to PHA at the end of December, has not yet been approved. Since 
PHA’s consideration of the yearly budget usually extends into the 
next calendar year, such loans have become a matter of custom. 
This loan will eost the city about $75, and is already listed as an

The fifteenth annual meeting of 
the Greenbelt Federal Credit Un- 
fon will be held in the business of- 
fice of the Credit Union, roorn 202 
over the drug store, at 9 pm. on 
Wednesday, January 16. 

President Thomas Hieber will 
report on activities during the past 
year; important policies will be re- 
viewed: and fou, directors, a cred- 
it committee, and a supervisory 
committee elected. 

Shareholdings in the Credit Un- 
ion, which represent savings of its 
641 members, amount to £79,477. 
The 256 loans made during the past 
year, ranging in amount from $30 
to $2,400, amounted to $87,989, of 
which $58,192 is sti] outstanding. 
Earnings were sufficient te permit 
a 4% dividend, which, it is expect- 
ed, the Board will recommend to 
the membership.

Greenbelt has passed ancther 
year without a traffic fatality, and 
Mayor Frank Lastner declared the 
city should be proud of its record. 
Pointing to a plaque awarded 
Greenbelt by the American Auto- 
mobile Association last year for its 
safety record, the mayor said that 
he hoped in years to come “the 
walls will be covered with them.” 
He commended the residents and 
the Department of Public Safety 
on their accomplishment. 


Littering 

Mrs. Jack Johnson, local resi- 
dent, told the council that the play- 
ground behind the Center is mud- 
dy, littered with broken beer bot- 
ties, and unsafe for children to 
play in. She asked for improve- 
ment. McDonald replied that dis- 
carded beer bottles have become 
an acute nuisance in the communi- 
ty, and that a drainage problem in 
that area accounted for the mud, 
although paving it would present 
a greater hazard because of the 
hard surface, as Councilman Ben 
Goldfden pointed out. McDonald 
assured the council that the gitua- 
tion would be investigated and 
steps taken to improve the condi- 
tion of the area, as well as to “ed- 
ucate” residents about littering the 
city. A suggestion that signs be 
placed in various sections stating 
penalties for violating anti-litter- 
ing ordinances was discounted by 
McDonald with the comment that 
“the city could easily be Nttered 
by signs in a short time, if we fol- 
lowed that plan.” 


Waltonian Speaks 

The council invited Edgar J. 
Swisher to make a statement on 
the Izaak Walton League and its 
plan for improving the Greenbelt 
lake. Swisher declared that ex- 
perts have informed him that the 
lake has the best fishing potential 
of any in the area, and a project 
should be started soon to drain it 
for cleaning. He will soon consult 
the proper authorities in Balti- 
more to plan the “reconditioning” 
of the Jake, and was promised the 
cooperation of the council and the 
city manager. 


Golf Range Planned 

Councilman Steve Comings, local 
golf enthusiast, asked the council 
and manager to consider seriously 
the establishment of a golf driving 
range in Greenbelt, under the di- 
rection of the recreation depart- 
ment. _He stated that very litthe 
expense would be involved and 
that the range would be another 
source of revenue, once under way. 
“There are many golfers in town; 
all you need is land, which we 
have plenty of, some balls anc 
clubs and a small shack to store 
the equipment,” he added. 

The cleared areca behind the dam 
at the lake wes suggested as an 
appropriate site for the range by 
McDonald. It would take drives of 
almost 200 yards, and would need 
very litttle grading work. He was 
instructed to explore the possi- 
bilities of such a project and re- 
port back to council. 

Library Kecord 

The monthly library report dis- 
closed that 2 reccord 41,000 circu- 
lation was reached during the past 
year. McDonald praised the Co- 
operator for its fine publicity re- 
garding the library and stated that 
the newspaper was largely respon- 
sible for the record. He reminded

It is with considerable reluctance chat I have offered my resignation 
as Editor of this. newspaper, and even though that resignation was 
changed to a four month leave of absence it is still a severance of a re- 
Jationship which I have enjoyed immensely. 

The Cooperator, to me, represents a way of contributing to commu- 
nity living. It is an instrument which can be used to great advantage, 
particulariy in an isolated location ‘ike Greenbelt, not only to keep 
everyone informed about matters of civic interest, but also to promote 
the community consciousness, to make friends out of neighbors. 

_. Too many of us, today, are prone to forget or to ignore our obliga- 
‘ions to each other. We are no longer savages who have gathered to- 
gether beliind a stone wall for our mutual protection. On the con- 
trary, we are, presumably, civilized people who have recognized that 
community living offers many advantages which are otherwise inacces- 
sible to us as individuals. And that very recognition imposes upon us 
all the obligation to contribute part of our talents and energies to our 
own mutual welfare, We simply cannot exist completely alone or de- 
tached from our neighbors; yet, many of us are trying to do just that. 

‘It is a matter of deep concern to me that cso few of us display any 
constructive interest in our community affsirs. It is even more dis- 
turbing because so many who are shrinking from all contacts with com- 
munity activities are so richly talented and so capable of making sig- 
‘nificant contributions. The spectacle of a city council election with only 

_8ix candidates, or a GCS membership meeting with less than a quorum 
in attendance, is both saddening aad humiliating. 

Now, particularly because it is tle beginning of a new year, may 
‘be a good time to take stock — to measure the benefits which accrue to 
us by virtue of our community life as against the contributions which 
we are making in return Perhaps, as a result of such stock-taking. 
many will fird it possible to devote rmore time to participating in our 
community’s activities. There are so many varied fields of interest in 
Greenbelt, so many organizations actively engaged in furthering the 
common welfare, and all of them eager to welcome and absorb new talent. 
Surely we can, each .of us, pursue an activity to his liking, 

I believe that the Cooperator is an ideal medium to satisfy the 
ereative urge in each of us, an ideal vehicle for self expression. The 
Cooperaor has behind it a long histcry of worthwhile and significant 
contributions to the community life. Indeed, I believe it to be one of 
the foremost factors in the transition of Greenbelt from a government 
‘housing project to a living, vibrart city. And I believe that it will con- 
tinue to figure prominently in the grov’th and development of Greenbelt. 
as it changes hands from governmen: to private ownership. The Co- 
‘operator will, I am sure, continue to make itself heard in Greenbelt, with 
vigour ané dignity, sometimes loudly, or bitterly, or quietly, or gently --- 
but always sincerely, ‘and always honestly. 

In this connection,, I am particularly pleased with the choice of 
Bobby Solet as Managing Editor. She brings t. the Cooperator a force- 
ful and dynamic personality, the impact of which will soon be apparent 
on these pages. Withal, she is quiet, thoughtful and level-headed, and, 
T am sure, will attract. many additional recruits to augment the small 
staff of ‘the paper. 

Those of our readers who have an inclination to work on their com- 
munity newspaper should know that «he opportunity is here and that 
they will be welcomed. It is a satisfying and rewarding experience, an 
experiénce for which I shall always be grateful.
